WILL RUN AGAIN. 

Judge Pryor Says Gov. Beckham 
Is Eligible. 



Opinion is Quite Lengthy and is 
Concurred in By Capt. Ellis 
and Other Lawyers. 



Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 24 — Thnt 
Gov. Beckham is eligible to succeed 
himself is held by former Chief J 
tices Pryor and Hazelrigg, former 
Governor Proctor Knott, for 
Congressman \V. T. Ellis and Col. 
Lewis McQuown, in an opinion fur- 
nished Beckham to-day. The ques- 
tion as to his eligibility was first 
raised public by ex-Congress- 
man John K. Hendrick in a speech 
at Hopkinsville, a few days ago. 

Gov. Beckham has not yet made a 
formal announcement of his candi- 
dacy to succeed himself, but will 
likely do so within the next few 
weeks. The Kentucky constitution 
provides that the governor shall be 
elected for the term of four years, 
but shall be ineligible to succeed 
himself. It is the claim of Gov. 
Beckham and his friends that at the 
close of his present term he will 
have only served three years and 
eleven months, and having not serv- 
ed a full term of four years, as pre- 
scribed by the constitution, he is 
eligible for re-election. 

In his letter, which is concurred 
in by the four other distinguished 
lawyers, Judge Pryor says there is 
no doubt whatever in his mind that 
Beckham is eligible to succeed him- 
self and quoces 70-71 of the consti- 
tution as authority. It is as fol- 
lows: "Section 70— He shall be 
elected for the term of four years by 
the qualified voters of the state. 
The person having the highest num- 
ber of votes shall be governor: but 
if two or more shall be equal and 
highest in votes, the election shall 
be determined by lot in such man- 
ner as the general assembly may 
direct." 

In speaking of the above section 
Judge l'ryor says that it not only 
fixes the term, but in case of a tie 
empowers the legislature to deter- 
mine which one of the two is to fill 
the office. 

Section 71 then follows: "He shall 
be ineligible for the succeeding four 
years after the expiration of the 
term for which he 6hall have been 
elected. ' 

He then asks what term has been 
provided or fixed so as to make 
Gov. Beckham ineligible for the suc- 
ceeding four years? He answers 
the question by saying it is the 
term for which he was elected; and 
that term is definite and certai 
four years. Theopinion is a lengthy 
one and covers the case in detail 
from start to finish, and in closing 
he cited several cases established 
as a precedent in other states, and 
also the Helm-Stevenson-Leslie 
case of our own state, in which he 
says a precedent was established.

Frankjort, Oct. 25.— Hon. John 
K. Hendrick gave out. an interview 
tonight, in which he takes issue 
with Judge W. S. Pryor, in the 
opinion advanced hy the latter re- 
garding Gov. Beckham's eligibility 
re-election. In his argument 
Hendrick says that the posi- 
tion taken by Judge Pryor is un- 
tenable. He further calls attention 
to the fact that Beckham enter- 
tained a doubt as to the question of 
his eligibility, as he has so demon- 
strated by getting the opinion of a 
wyer. 

He cited numerous errors in Pry- 
's opinion anil said he was sorry 
Pryor studiously avoided comment 
upon the unanswerable authorities 
presented by Wm. Reed, ex-Attor- 
ney General Moss and others deny- 
ing Beckham's ineligibility. He 
said the case of Gov. Preston H, 
Leslie was not analogous because 
Leslie was not elected by the peo- 
ple the first term, only holding six 
months by succession, 

Hendrick says this still 
leaves the matter in doubt, and 
ihould Beckham make the race and 
be successful in the general election 
he would have to go through anoth- 
er contest with the probability of 
losing out in the end. For tbis 
reason he advises him to stay out 
of the race this time and allow 
Judge Black, General Breckinridge 
and himself to run it out and 
the State a contest.

Company, capital $120,000,000, 
whicti is to control the world's out- 
put of harvesting- machines, is be- 
ijag put'into shape rapidly. All of 
v& details have been arranged, 
and all of the various plants are 
now the property of the Internation- 
al-Harvester Company. 
. The amount raised for financing- 
the combination was $65,000,000, 
half of which is to be devoted to 
paying off minority stockholders in 
; the companies merged, the balance 
to form the working capital of the 
big corporation. 

Cyrus McCormick is the heaviest 
individual stockholder, with Will- 
ara Deering ranking second. There 

■ ft £>o official news being given out 
as to the future, but it is generally 
believed that the working contract 
went into effect Sept. 1. The Mil- 
waukee Harvester Company's offi 
cial staff has been reduced to one- 

Although the stock of the new 
company will be offered for sale, 
there is no intention of listing it on 
any exchange. In this particular

a certain extent the exclusiveness 
which has always marked the pro- 
gress and management of harvester 

- companies. The general price of 
harvesters and hinders will be 
raised to $125 or thereabouts. ^Last 

I year one or two of the firms in the 
combine sold these machines for 

■ less than $100. 

. , • It is figured that the earnings of 
the new concern for the initial year, 
ending Sept. 1, 1903, will be in ex- 
cess of 40 per cent, on the capital 
stock, taking the business of all 
companies for the previous year as 
a basis. The intention at present 
fa-to pay 12 per cent, annually and 
th\ balance over and above divi- 
dends will go into the surplus. 

In its financial aspect the com- 
pany is the strongest corporation 
*in the United States. Plans for 
I conducting the business on oconom- 
ical lines are already under way. 
In its "general agents" department 
the force will be reduced from 300 
sU> 75, effecting a saving of at least 
5500,000 annually. The new con- 
cern has little to fear in the way of 
opposition. It controls the right on 
harvesting patents, which will not 
expire for many years. The prin- 
cipal reason for acquisition of the 
Milwaukee plant was principally 
in the valuble patents controlled fey 
it. At present the companies in- 
terested are apparently acting in- 
dependently.— Chicago Record-Her- 
ald.
